REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 2-25 
are allowed because the prior art of record neither anticipates nor renders obvious the 
limitations of the base claims 12, 19 and 25 including the first N-well including an N-type 
diffusion region connected to bias voltage terminal, the first P-well including an 
insulating region and at least one P-type diffusion region outside the insulating region, 
the at least one P-type diffusion region of the first P-well outside of the insulating region 
is connected to a first voltage terminal; and a second N-well adjacent to the first P-well 
and including an N-type diffusion region connected to the first voltage terminal, wherein 
the insulating region is a sub-N-well embedded within said first P-well and having an N- 
type diffusion region connected to a second voltage terminal.
